were heading toward disagreement 
and a strike. It has had plenty 
of time to prepare. 

Besides, there was an obvious 


alternative to surrender. The Gov- < 


ernment could have postponed the 
strike and compelled: arbitration of. 
the unions’ wage demands, as a 
former Government did. But this 
would take ‘courage’‘because it 
would antagonize the unions and 
that kind of courage was lacking. 
(The Government has not even got 
around to arbitrating our local 
ferry strike, though it. undertook 
to do so months ago.) 

Secondly, Mr. Green says the 
Government is opposed to any per- 
centage, across-the-board freight 
rate increase but has approved it 
in this one case only. If that prin- 
ciple is bad, as it certainly is, why 
approve it at all when Mr. Diefen- 
baker had promised over and over 
again never to do so? We have 
only Mr. Green’s assurance that 
the process will not be repeated 
when the operating railway unions 
demand higher wages, and the rail- 
ways higher rates, next year.

NEW YORK-—What happened to the 
United Nations Peace Force? 

A few weeks ago hopes were bighthat 
the world was ready to make a start on an 
internationa! police force, thus fulfilling one 
of the basic aims of the -United «Nations, 
ow, at the suggestion of the Secretary- 
Gereral Dag Hammarskjold, the matter has 
been dropped without a debate, without a 
vote. 

What happened? 

This is what people ail over the United 
Nations are asking, and it's understood to 
be the reason why Can- 
ada’s External . Affairs 
Minister Sidney Smith 
made a flying trip to New 
York, 

Earlier, at-this session, 
Mr-—Hammarskjold ~sub-— 
mitted a report on the 
UN Emergency Force in 
which he recommended 
that the nations approve 
a basic set of principles to 
gui future international 
operations, Furthermore he suggested that 
he conduct. “soundings” with the govern- 
ments to determine the support they would 
be willing to give to future Operations, But 
when the matter was due to come up for 
debate the secretary-genera] made a speec' 
which he concluded by saying: ’ 

“T feet there is no need for the General 
Assembly to take action at this time.” 

Apparently contradicting his own earlier 
recommendation, Mr. Hammarskjold_ said 
that the UN could wait for specifie'situations 
to rise in the future before considering the 
“ptinciples which should apply in a particular 
ease.”

King of England?

I refer to the criticisnrof 
using the world “Engiand” when one means 
“the United Kingdom and Northern Ireland,” 
plus offshoots such as 
referring to “an’ English- 
man” when meaning a resi- 
dent of the UK and North- 
ern Ireland. 

The latest rap of the 
knuckles about this I have 
feceived from reader J. 
Hamilton because I dared 
to refer.to Prince Charles 
as “the future King of 
England.”

Says Mr. Hamilton: “Surely this is just 
careless writing on your part, as you know 
that the monarch is not the monarch of only 
one section of the United Kingdom. It may 
be that during your sojourn in London you 
have developed a habit of saying and writing 
‘England’ when you refer to England, Wales, 
Scotland and Northern Ireland. This annoys 
other than the English and your use of the 
expression is surprising, since you claim 
descent from a Scots painter.”

Let's once ahd for all get this thing 
settied and then perhaps it will stem the tide 
of letters on the subject which seem for 
some reason to come mainly from the Scots. 

First of all—Prince Charles’ future title. 
Buckingham Palace tells me that when he 
assumes the throne he will be officially: 
“Charles III, By the Grace of God of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and North-

What Exactly Is Yeast? 


Yeast is an invisible servant 
that works for us behind the 
scenes, Its most important 
job is to make our daily bread 
light, spongy and digestible. 

i It turns grapes into wine and 
| wine—into vinegar. Men have 


known how fo put yeast to 
| work for thougands of years. 
But not ‘until She Age of 


Science did we know how it 
worked or what it looked like. 

We call a single yeast a 
cell and’ we need a microscop¢ 
| to see it. Twelve average yeast 
cells equal the thickness of a 
| hair from. your head. - The 
thickness 6f a new dime is 
equal to about 200 yeast cells. 
They look like oval blobs under 
thé microscope, usually strung 
together like sausages 

Yeast belongs to the plant 
kingdom, It is the one-celled 
member of the fungus family. 
This makes it a relative of the 
mushroom. The big, round 
puff ball is the giant of this 
family, the little yeast cell is 
the midget. The fungi are un- 
like other plants because they 
have no green chlorophyll, It! 


Bread dough is a mixture of 


flour, water, su gar and, 


maybe, a few flavoring in- 
gredients. It is flat and heavy. 
Yeast, mixed in warm water, 
is added to the dough. The 
little cells start at once to 
feast. The sugar is broken 
down into alcohol and carbon 
dioxide gas. The gas becomes 
trapped in the dough. It forms 
lite bubbles and the dough 
swells up, It becomes light 
and puffy. 

At the right time the spongy 
dough is put into a hot oven. 
The heat destroys the yeast 
cells and dries out the moist 
dough. The alcohol in the 
dough evaporates and the gas 


bubbles are baked into the 
bread. 


Bread yeast isa very special 
variety, grown in huge tanks. 
But there are countless other 
varieties-in the world. Yeast 

‘cells are everywhere, in the 
air, in the soil and on the skin 
of every ripe, juicy fruit. On 
the skin of a ripe grape there 
are maybe 300.000 yeast cells. 
If the grape has been bitten by 
a bird or a wasp there may 
be millions of yeast cetis, They
